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IF any ne anticipated ad generous response to the British Govern’ 
ments appeal to Germany for ** moderation ~ in the treatment of 
Austrian Jews, our news columns, and those of the general press, 
should by now have completely undeceived him. The suppression 


of the Austrian-Jewish Community is being carried out by the 
Nazis with ruthless efficiency born of the experience gained during 
live yours of war on the Jews in Germany. Everything is pro- 


ceed according ta plan, the Nazi authorities having only 
to adopt the old system and give the word “go” to the old 
execuloners, All the well-known measures of Nazi repression are 
trooping into view in Austria, including wholesale arrests of Jews. 
Cath: and Socialists, effected largely, as was the case in 
Germany, in satisfaction of private grudges. So many of the 


leader. of Austrian Jewry have been imprisoned or sent to destruc- 


won that the Jewish Community is now like a flock without a 
Shepherd. Dismissals of Jewish teachers, professors, judges, and 
doctor. from their posts, and of workmen from their employment : 
Jewish owned businesses Aryanised ; Jewish shops picketed, 


and their windows daubed with the Swastika or the fatal word 
“Jude” —and all this to the accompaniment of looting by Nazi 
rough, and attacks by Storm Troopers on Synagogues. 
The cst will follow in due course, including the appli- 
cation of the “principles of racial legislation,” until the 
New Austria is delivered, completely beaten into Nazi shape. 
“Sa git to the insatiable Fiihrer whose peaceful protestations many 
simpletons in foreign lands were half-inclined until quite recently to 
Pelieve ! The world has now been shown in a manner that defies 
“xcuse the perfect model of Nazi Germany in action on another 
‘ountry’s soil. It is to be hoped that the terrible lesson has sunk 


deep. “It is the spectacle not of a *‘ liberated *’ but a conquered 
People, 


_ Meanwhile, Austrian Jewry, caught suddenly in a trap, has sunk 
in'0 profoundest depression, Many have sought escape from 
the terror by taking their own lives—in conformity with the 


per day, have now mounted to thirty-five. Nor can the present 
depression and despair b> surprising in the light of the deepening 


poverty of a community which, even before the arrival of the Nazi 
‘yranny, Was growing gradually poorer and poorer. In Vienna, 
before the Nazi invasion, as many as 30,000 Jews were kept alive by 
Jewish public relief. To-day that number is said to have doubled. 
lo make sure that the hapless Jews shall drink the cup of 
suffering to the dregs, the Nazi gangsters have locked up the Jewish 
institutions funds, inadequate even though they were to stave off 
starvation for more than a few weeks. In these poignant circum- 
stances it ts surely not out of place to plead with the British 
Government to use its influence, in a spirit of pure humanity, to 
obtain the release of the Jewish charitable funds now held up by 
the Nazis, 

But even those resources are limited, and must grow progres- 
sively less. As soon as possible, therefore, the call for help from 
the Jews in this and other free countries must go forth. No one, 
of course, wishes that an appeal should be rushed before the 
difficulties and the possibilities have been properly explored. But 
already it ts time to insist that in the task of helping these latest 
Victims of Nazism as much unity as possible should be cultivated— 
unity, as in the past, between the collecting organisation and the 


ff Zionist bodies, co-operation to the utmost practicable extent with 


Jewish relief agencies abroad and such bodies as are working in 
the interests of Catholics and others, and wise co-ordination with 
any efforts that may have to be made on behalf of stricken Polish 
Jewry. 

Many of our unhappy Austrian coreligionists, of course, will 
seek sanctuary abroad. Thus the perennial refugee question takes 
ona new gravity and urgency. The Home Secretary has announced 
certain measures for dealing with those emigrants who come to 
these shores. It is indeed good to learn from him that one 
of the noblest traditions of this country ts not Leing abandoned 
and that the principle of offering asylum to persons fleeing from 
persecution is to be maintained now, as in the past—albeit with 
limitations imposed by circumstances. As regards Austrians 
already in this country, applications for naturalisation from 
qualified persons will be ** most sympathetically considered,” while 
‘sympathetic consideration” will also be given to requests for 
extensions of stay made by those who have been admitted here for 
limited periods. But any question of indiscriminate asylum 
is ruled out. The days when — panic-stricken hordes of 
immigrants could hope to find a more or less friendly 
welcome on foreign soil are gone, and no one expects their return 
in this era of super-heated nationalism and acute social problems, 
But at least it may be asked that the confcessions now made be 
interpreted in a liberal spirit. In particular, we are anxious, as 
are evidently several Members of Parliament, that the utmost 
possible consideration should be extended to poor immigrants. 
Sir Samurt Hoare has promised to take into account the cases of 
those individuals who are without means—perhaps because their 
banking accounts have been sequestrated—and for whom British 
subjects are prepared to provide a home and offer guarantees. 
[hose in touch with the facts are the first to testify to the humanity 
and considerateness which marked the attitude of the British 
Authorities towards the German refugees. That attitude will, we 
are confident, be repeated upon the present occasion. 

Unfortunately, there is no certainty that the British example will 
be followed abroad. Yet, as one questioner pointed out to the 
Home Secretary, the problem we face here confronts also all other 
Governments. fs it not reasonable to ask, therefore, that steps 
should be taken to create effective machinery through the League of 
Nations for dealing with the whole refugee question? At least, one 
could try. The Austro-Jewish problem is, after all, a problem of 
world civilisation. Would not a concerted attempt on the part 
of the League to solve the refugee question be more effective than 
piecemeal efforts by one or two countries? Palestine might have 
eased the situation; but, with tragic irony, the gates of that one 
reliable haven have almost been closed at the very moment when a 
fresh host of Jews are driven to seek refuge on its soil. 

Finally, let us bear in mind the wise warnings, uttered at last 
Sunday’s Depwties’ meeting, that the Jewish question is indissolu- 
bly correlated to the European question—the question as to whether 
power-politics or democracies shall triumph in the end. It is a 
crisis that confronts many nations, and not the Jews alone. Let 
Jews stand shoulder to shoulder with all who still value the dignity 
of the human body and soul, and through the enlightened labours 
of all decent men relief will come—late, perhaps, but surely.

. mouth, into that master cause of our day, Jewish teaching, which unites 
age the sympathies of diverse forms and expressions of Judaism. He has, in 
‘ 3 ¢ his own words, endeavoured continuously to unveil to all Jews (as well 
ee as non-Jews) the spiritual wonders of our religion. He has striven, night 
and-day, to’ restore the pride of faith and people in as many as his voice 
. & f could reach. And for every worthy cause he has poured out all his 
e'oguence, sincerity, arid courage. And so there has come about this 
‘ ar d-awing together, this wonderful and heartening unanimity to which 
| bs Monday's celebration gave testimony. This reconciliation has been 


fostered by th: Chief Rabdi without surrendering one iota ol 
his own religious principles, or deviating by one inch from the 
traditional path. Surely an illustration of tolerance and breadth of 
mind in their truest. and should we not say most Jewish’? conception. 
Of one thing Dr. Hertz may be assured. Whatever the verdict of history 
on his work and we hope that that work will go forward for 
many more fruitful years” he will, in his own language, not be known 
as a Stammering witness to his Fatth and a half-hearted defender of 
his People.” 


THE FUTURE 

But if much has been done in the way of eradicating useless divisions 
and enmity among us, much still remains to be accomplished in other 
directions. We are in a critical age of transition, when religion is 
being more and more sapped by doubt and the mecreasing weakness ot 
home ties among Jews and non-Jews alike. It is greatly to his credit 
that in such harassing times, and in the face of such tormidable 
obstacles, Dr. Hertz has laboured on with high courage and dauntless 
resqlution,. But does not the present historic occasion in Anglo-Jewry’s 
religious record suggest to us also the urgent need to cast our eyes 
forward to the next twenty-five years, and the things, good or evil, that 
they may carry for the generation that 1s now growing up? Is there 
no call tor intensified educational effort, for a strengthening of 
our religious organisation, for new methods and new ideas, carried 
out in the light of Dr. Hertz’s ideals, and so that he may not have 
laboured in vain? The call is, in very deed, sounding tn our ears. It 
is pressing. And we neglect it only at the peril of all we hold dear, 
and of our own peace in this free and kindly realm. 


POLISH RELIEF: NEW STEP 

AS WAS to be expected, the excitement generated by the Lithuanian 
incident found vent in attacks on Jewish shops and individuals in the 
Polish capital. Judging from reports in the Press, the official accounts 
of what happened minimised their seriousness. At the moment of 
writing, however, the outbreak has been suppressed and order reigns 
once again in Warsaw. But the disturbances should, at any rate, draw 
attention to the increasingly precarious position of Polish Jewry and the 
need for some rational approach in this country to the urgent problem 
of relief. In this connection, Mr. Percy Cohen tabled a series of 
proposals at last Sunday's Deputies’ meeting. Briefly, these suggest the 
dissolution of the four organisations which have hitherto engaged in 
relief work, and their replacement by a new body, to be called the 
British Association for the Relief of Eastern European Jewry. At the 
head of this new organisation it is proposed to secure the services of 
“a public figure in the Jewish Community of the highest possible 
Standing.” It is further suggested that a Council be formed composed 
of leading and influential members of the Community, as well as an 
Executive drawn from the Council. Finally, the allocation of all sums 
collected would be settled by the Executive, who would keep in touch 
with the Joint Distribution Committee of America. 


A SENSIBLE SOLUTION 

LET us say at once that these proposals offer a sane and workmanlike 
solution of a problem which has baffled the Community far too long. 
It outlines an excellent unified system which, while ending the existing 
and competing organisations, makes it possible for experienced members 
of these bodies to join the council, and- for as many as possible of the 
old officials to be retained. The present organisations should have the 


wisdom and public spirit to recognise that the growth of the Austris, 
trouble now calls fora fresh handling of their own problems, and th. 
will earn the thanks and the respect of their fellow-Jews if they bow | 
the tragic and inescapable truth. It should also be borne in mind th 
when an appeal is made for Austrian Jewry the important body now 
proposed would be able to secure a policy of intelligent co-opcratio; 
with all that that may obviate in the way of wasted energy an 
expense, as well as of possible mischievous friction. 


CALLING ALL JEWS! 

IN our lgst issue we ventured to address an urgent appeal to ou: 
religionists to line up with their fellow-citizens in the carrying out 
the defence preparations against air raids. Since we wrote, an appe.’ 
for the same preparation has been issued by the Lord Mayor of Londo: 
the Chairman of the London County Council, and the Metropolitan C » 
and Borough Councils, and published extensively in the press.

He mentioned his predecessors in office: Aaron Hart, 
Nathan Marcus Adler, and Hermann Adler, who among them had 
established the British Chief Rabbinate—an institution which was a 
constant reminder to the larger world, as to themselves, that Anglo- 
Jewry was not some political party nor a distinct economic group, but 
« religious brotherhood with a world-old tradition and a Divine message 
to all mankind. That night, they were honouring those ecclesiastical 
leaders of former days as much as the guest of the evening. 

Dr. Hertz paid a tribute to the painter of the portrait, and expressed 
his gratitude to all the individuals and to all the different Congregations 
and sections of Jewry which had joined in the celebration. He warmly 
thanked them all for the portrait and the Nonesuch Bible presented to 
him. More important than the individual rejoicings, however, he said, 
was the spiritual perspective the Silver Jubilee might afford of the 
progress, or otherwise, of things eternal in Anglo-Jewry: how far the 
foundations of Jewish life had been strengthened; how far their 
aspiration for more religion and more humanity had been crowned by 
fulfilment. He was reminded of what Lord Baldwin told them, that the 
English language was the richest in the world in great monosyllables— 
words like “ faith,” “ hope,” “love, “ work,” which spelt salvation 
to men and peoples. Those words likewise condensed all his aims and 
strivings during the years of his ministry in England, — 

The first of those words was faith. His whole Rabbinate, continued 
Dr. Hertz, had been one continuous endeavour to unveil to Jews and 
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non-Jews alike the spiritual wonders of Judaism, the mother of 
religions. All his striving had been towards a recall to religion and 
the strengthening of' faith in the hearts of Israel's sons and daughters, 

Hope was the second word. Israel was the People of Hope— 

“ Prisoners of Hope.” the Prophet called them. And Israel would 
remain unconquerable as Hope, so long as it did not come to griet 
through loss of memory. Hence his unwearied plea, both in the 
Dominions and at home, for more Hebrew and religious instruction, 
both elementary and advanced. Wher they should have succeeded in 
planting in every Jewish home a copy of the Torah, only then would 
English Jews be justified in singing, x5 IY: Our hope 
is not yet lost.” 

Love was the third word. Vast had been the call for love and pity, 
brotherhood and charity in recent decades; and as for Israel, the 
quarter-century under review had witnessed devastating tornadoes of 
human malice rarely surpassed in history, The Ukraine, Germany, and 
now the Jews of Austria were suffering at the hanas of a new bar- 
harism which was as merciless as it was efficient. It fortified their souls 
to know that Jewish love and brotherhood were often able to come to 
the rescue of the victims of hate and cruelty. After referring to 
starving Jewry in Poland, the Chief Rabbi said that the outlook was 
dark indeed, and the darkness would be deeper still, but for one bright 
star—Palestine, which had become the foundation of a new life to 
hundreds of thousands of their brethren. 

Faith, hope, love—those belonged to the inner life; and must be 
accompanied by work, which translated them into action in the world 
of outer reality. 

After paying a tribute to his colleagues on the Beth Din and among 
the general clergy and to the lay leaders of Jewry, Dr. Hertz concluded: 
* Whatever the lasting value of my labours, I trust I shall not be kKnoyn 
as a stammering witness to his Faith, and a halt-hearted defender ot 
his People: or one who was indifferent to the sufferings of any of his 
tcllow-men.” 

The gathering later attended a reception in the Winter Garden. 


THE GRATITUDE OF JEWS’ COLLEGE 
Presentation of Address 


\ specially convened meeting of the Council of Jews’ College was 
held on Monday afternoon at Woburn House for the purpose ot 
presenting Dr. Hertz, who is President of the College, with an address. 

[he Chairman of the Council, Mr. S. Japhet, who presided, said that 
not oaly had Dr. Hertz been able to see the nob'e spiritual traditions of 
the College continued; not only could he watch the progress of the students, 
as a Class, in learning and refinement, but outwardly also success was 
apparent. Dr. Hertz’s personal endeavours and his rare achievements had 
made triends tor them, and these friends had given them financial support. 
Under the aegis of Dr. Hertz thev had moved into their new home. 
Ihe whole place was filled with that atmosphere of taith which should 
emanate from a Jewish high school: every visitor knew “I am in the 
abiding home of Jews’ College learning, humanity, and charity prospered 
under the autherity of Dr, Hertz, and his untiring efforts were bearing 
the cesired trurt. 

Dayan Dr. Feldman then read the address: 

“The Council ‘of Jews’ College, in a spirit of reverence, join. with the rest 
of the Community of Anglo-Jewry in tendering their felicitations to you on. the 
eccasion of your completion ot twenty-five years Of. distinguished service in 
the exalted oflice of Chet Rabbi of the United Hebrew Congregations of the 
British Empire They recall with gratitude the many eminent services you 
have rendered to the cause of Judaism and the promouon ol Jewish ideals. During 
Ase ol that period you have occupied the position of President of the 

‘The Council are proud to record their appreciation of the place which 
Jews’ College has always held in your heart. Following in true succession of 
the illustrious men who have held the office which you adorn, you have given 
to the work of this College the best fruits of your mind and energy, and by your 
uireless etorts on its behalf you have enhanced the position of the College as 
the Theological Seminary of British Jewry. By your wise counsel and your 
advocacy of its claims and needs, your faith in its ideals and destiny, your 
inspiration to the students, your lofty interpretation of the sacred calling of 
Minister and Teacher of the Jewish way of life, and by your own contributions 
to Jewish and theological learning, you have indeed been the guide, philosopher, 
and triend of Jews’ College. 


‘The Council fervently pray that you may long continue in health and 
Strength to catry on your great work and to add lustre to the high office you 
hold as Chief Rabbi of British Jewry and as President of Jews’ College.”

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portions. The new constitution gave equal rights to all Rumanian 
citizens irrespective of racial or ethnic origin, but as in the meantime 
the revision of naturalisations was being proceeded with, there was 
ample opportunity for the Rumanian authorities in an ostensibly legal 
form to exclude a large number of Jews from the ranks of citizens. It 
would seem that of the anti-Jewish measures announced by the Goga 
Government the revision of naturalisations was the only one of serious 
importance which remained. 


A Plain Hint 

Reverting to the question of Austrian Jewry, Mr. Laski said he was 
authorised by Sir Osmond Goldsmid to say that the Council of the 
Central British Fund for German Jewry had this question of the needs 
of Austrian Jewry under consideration, and they shortly hoped to be 
able to make an announcement to the Community. That announce- 
ment, Sir Osmond authorised him to say. might well indicate to the 
Community the necessity for a further financial response by it for 
work in this country and in Austria itself. 

Replying to the question about the admission of refugees.into this 
country which was put previously by Mr. Wimborne, the President said 
their sympathy, of course, with these refugees was intense. But they 
would appreciate the fact that it was not an easy question. Mr. Otto 
Schiff, than whom no one could speak with greater weight, had been 
in constant contact with the authorities, and he had assured him that 
the question was the object of his unremitting efforts. Mr. Schiff had 
also told him that as soon as he had anything concrete to report he 
would again get into touch with him and Mr. Schildkraut, the Chairman 
of the Aliens Committee. So far as any relevant Government Depart- 
ment was concerned, no effort would be omitted in order to obtain a 
sympathetic response to the submissions and representations that were 
being made on behalf of this extremely unfortunate class of persons. 

In the discussion which followed, Mr. S. Terr (New Synagogue, 
Stamford Hill) said that non-Jews were now beginning to see exactly 
what Hitlerism meant. He suggested the holding of a public meeting 
to protest against what was happening to the Jews in Austria. 

Mr. F. M. Lanpau (Nelson Street Sphardish) said that surely, without 
in any way prejudicing the efforts of Mr. Otto Schiff and those members 
of the Home Office who were sympathetic to his advances, which they 
hoped would result in the amelioration of the conditions governing the 
admission of refugees, they could in the meantime make representa- 
tions? A Committee, he suggested, should be introduced to the Home 
Office on this subiect. 

Mr. J. WIMBORNE supported the suggestion to hold a meeting, and 
urged that a day of prayer be set aside tor the Jews of Austria. 

Mr. TurRNeR-SAMUFLS (Newcastle Old) urged that it would be most 
imprudent and futile to hold a public meeting at the present moment. 
In his opinion, the question was no longer a Jewish question, but a 
non-sectarian one, and he thought it would be highly impolitic if 
they were.to try at that juncture to range public opinion upon the 
Jewish aspect only. 

Mr. M. A. Wort (Representative Council of Birmingham Jewry) 
said they could not do better than leave these matters in the hands of 
the Committee which was now dealing with them. 

Mr. P. Horowitz (Dunk Street Beth Hamedrash) said that very 
litthe had been mentioned in the British Press as to what was happening 
to the Jews in Austria, with the result that the whole of the sympathy 
of the British public was not turned in the direction of the Jewish 
Community there. It was, therefore, up to them to make this possible. 


Ofiice and Refugees 


Mr. CHARLES RuBENS (Manchester, Shaare Zedek) said that anyone 
who had had any personal experience of dealing with the Home Office 
would know that where the question of refugees from Germany had 
been concerned, the Home Secretary and all his officials had been most 
humane and considerate. He thought that a deputation to the Home 
Office would be premature. 

Mr. N. Lazarus (New Road) said that the success of the dictators 
was due entirely to the fact that they had adopted a policy of united 
action against divided democracy. And if Jews, facing this great peril, 
did not realise now, as they should have done some years ago, that their 
policy and energies should be devoted to promoting that unity of the 
democracies of the world which alone could defeat the dictators, they 
were not going to the roots of the problem. 

Mr. J. Metter, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association), stressed two 
aspects of the problem: (1) to provide an adequate supply of 
money to help the Jews who were in Austria and who perhaps would be 
lorced to remain there, and (2) to try to obtain through the League of 
Nations a loosening of the restrictions governing the admission of 
Jewish refugees to other countries. There was not the slightest doubt 
in his mind that the main solution in Austria during his lifetime and 
even during the lifetime of the youngest deputy must be in the direction 
of emigration. At the present time, the question was “ Wohin?” But 
he believed that the consciousness of the world had been awakened: 
if an approach were made for some of these restrictions to be modified 
not only in one country but in most countries. and if this were done 
through the League of Nations itself, it might be possible to achieve 
something practical, if it were added to the money that was necessary 
in order to ameliorate the prevailing conditions. 


Jewish Question Part of Larger Question 


The Presipent said that one of the most distinguished figures in the 
public life of this country some time ago asked him, particularly in 
relation to the American-Jewish Community, whether certain elements 
in it should not be approached with the object of making them realise 
that in not correlating Jewish questions to the larger questions of which 
they were a part they were doing the Jewish question immeasurable 
harm; that at least they were sickening people of the word “ Jew.”

“While, therefore, it is proposed to pursue the policy of offering 
asylum as far as is practicable, and steps are under consideration to 
enable this policy to be carried out effectively, it is essential to avoid 
creating an impression that the door is open to immigrants of all 
kinds. If such an impression were created, would-be immigrants would 
present themselves at the ports in such large numbers that it would 
be impossible to admit them all, great difficulties would be experienced 
by the immigration officers in deciding who could properly be 
admitted, and unnecessary hardship would be inflicted on those who 
had made a fruitless journey across the Continent. I am anxious that 
admission shall not be refused to suitable applicants, including persons 
whose work in the world of science or the arts or business and industry 
may be advantageous to this country, It must, however, be remem- 
bered that even in the professions the danger of overcrowding cannot 
be overlooked; whilst in the sphere of business and industry, the social 
and economic. difficulties must be taken into account. 

“ As regards Austrians who. are already in this country, as I have 
already stated, any applications for naturalisation from those who have 
the qualifications prescribed by statute will be most sympathetically 
considered. I do not, however, think that the special circumstances 
created by the present situation afford any grounds for’an alteration 
of the law. In any case, no alteration of the Nationality Law could 
be made without consultation with the Domimons. The provisions 
of the law relating to British Nationality operate not only in the 
United Kingdom, but in the Colonies and Dominions, and it is the 
settled policy that no substantial changes shall be made in that law 
except in agreement with the self-governing Dominions. 

“As regards Austrians who have been admitted here for limited 
periods, sympathetic consideration will be given to applications for 
extensions of their stay. Each case must, of course, be considered on 
its merits, but the general considerations governing the policy of 
admissions to this country will also be applicable to the question of 
extensions of stay.” 


The League of Nations ? 


At the end of the statement many questions were asked. Mr. 
ARTHUR HENDERSON (Lab., Kingswinford) asked the Prime Minister 
to bring the matter before the League of Nations, on the ground 
that it formed part of the large problem that affected all Govern- 
ments. Mr. Noer-Baker (Lab., Derby) supported this. The Prime 
Minister asked for notice of the question. Mr. ANEURIN BEVAN (Lab., 
Ebbw Vale) and others asked that poor refugees should not be turned 
back merely because of their poverty, and Sir Samuel Hoare reiterated 
that he would give the most sympathetic consideration he could to 
every case. He added that discussions would be needed between the 
Foreign Office and other authorities, and some further organisation 
would be necessary. He promised to consider communicating with 
the Dominions for the provision of special facilities. He also agreed 
to look into the possibility of relaxing the Home Office rules on 
accepting the guarantees of British people who are prepared to offer 
a home to poor or impoverished refugees. 

The Home Secretary’s kindly attitude was in strorg contrast to the 
attitude of Mr. R. A. Butter (Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs) 
who, in replying to previous questions, had given the impression that 
the British frontiers were closed to Austrian refugees. Before making 
his statement, Sir Samuel informed the House that “ of six persons 
with Austrian passports who arrived at Folkestone on March 15th 
three were admitted at once, and a fourth has been allowed to enter 
this country after inquiries. Of the other two, one was a man who 
had been refused permission in November last to establish himself 
in this country, and the other, who did not claim to be a refugee, had 
no sufficient evidence that he would be in a position to maintain 
Rimself even for a short stay.”

to a concentration camp. The shopkeeper is robbed of his life's work. 
of his shop, and of his goods. Private cars are taken so that the 
victims may not even be able to escape; there is no redress, only 
outlawry for a large section of the population, that part of the popula- 
tion which incurs the hatred of the governing Nazi class. House 
visitations go on daily. The furniture is ripped up to discover money. 
the jewellery is taken off the fingers of the women; everything is taken. 
While Nazi lorries carry away the goods from the shops, unauthorised 
bands of S.S. men do the same by every house, by every Jewish house 
at least. The conditions are made even worse by the public humilia. 
tion and degradation that is inflicted on perfectly innocent and loya! 
Austrians. In the Datty TELEGRAPH I read the other day something 
which the correspondent had actually seen. A Jewish woman, we!! 
dressed. was taken out of an hotel, forced to go on all fours and 
scrub * Heil Schuschnigg!’ off the pavement, while the S.S. troops 
looked on jeering and the crowd took no steps except to join in this 
brutality. 

“We cannot conceive of these things. They have been growing 
worse in Germany gradually, but they have come suddenly in Austria 
It is as if we were dealing with a different race of beings. We mee: 
these people at luncheon, suave, well dressed, well-mannered gentle 
men. and it is a horrible revelation to discover that underneath ¢) 
skin you have this bestial sadism delighting in cruelty for its own 
sake, apparently, affecting not one abnormal beast here. and ther 
but affecting a whole people.

“ The Government Have No Time ”

Mr. Denman: Can the right hon. gentleman provide an early 
opportunity for discussing the importance to this country of a powerful 
Jewish State in Palestine. as well as the growing need of the Jews for a 
National Home?

| am afraid that the Government have no time at their disposal. 

Sir Percy Harris: Can we not discuss the matter on the Consolidated 
Fund Bill? 

Mr. J. C. WepGwoop (Lab.. Newcastle-under-Lyme): In view of 
the apparent extermination of the Jews in Austria, could he not get 
some modification made in the immigration schedule which has recently 
beeh put up, as the policy of this Government on Palestine? 

Mr. Speaker: That matter goes rather a long way from the question.

Terrorism: No Material Change 


Mk. Davip Apams (Lab., Consett) asked the Colonial Secretary 
whether he was now in a position to make a further statement as to 
the situation in Palestine and the suppression of terrorist activities. 
Vir. Ormspy-Gore stated: “ There has been no material change in 
the situation since my last statement. I have received a report of a 
major encounter with an armed gang west of Jenin on March 4th, in 
which sixty or seventy Arabs are believed to have been: killed and 
sixteen prisoners were taken, with seventeen rifles, eleven bombs, and 
a quantity of ammunition.” 

Mr. Adams: Can the Minister say whether the position ts improving 
or otherwise’ 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore: Since that encounter there has been a further 
encounter, of which | can probably give particulars next week, near 
Safed. A good many outbreaks are going on in the country. 

Mr. Wedgwood asked whether the party of mounted Arab constables 
who were attacked at Tafluha, near Hebron, and suffered casualties, 
lost any rifles or prisoners, and were any British officers or constables 
present with this party. Mr. Ormsby-Gore answered: “No loss of 
rifles or prisoners has been reported. I have not the information that 
would enable me to answer the last part of the question.” 


Punitive Measures Against Arabs 


In reply to Mr. R. Gipson (Lab., Greenock), Mr. Ormsby-Gore 
stated: “| have now received a report from the High Commissioner for 
Palestine which shows that 102 houses were blown up in 1936 and 
fourteen in 1937 as punitive measures. These figures do not include 
the clearing demolitions at Jaffa in 1936, for which compensation ts 
being paid. All demolitions were carried out by the military forces. 
In some cases the houses destroyed were the property of persons 
whose guilt could be proved but who could not themselves be appre- 
hended and therefore cou'd not be tried. In other cases it was not 
possible to trace the particular offender, and the buildings selected 
for demolition were chosen as a general punishment on the inhabitants 
of a village whose collective guilt had been clearly established but 
amongst whom the actual offenders could not be traced.” 

In answer to a question by Sir A. Knox he said: “ The number 
of Arabs under detention in Palestine on February 28th was 658.” 


Effendi Khalidi 

Mr. Wedewood asked the Colonial Secretary whether Effendi 
Khalidi, the inspector of co-operative societies in Palestine, who had 
heen sentenced to three months’ imprisonment for supplying money 
and arms to the Arab bands, had been dismissed from his post; and 
would that post now be filled by a British official? Mr. Ormsby-Gore 
answered: “ This officer was detained on January 2\st under the 
Defence Regulations. He has since been dismissed from the Service 
with effect from February 22nd. I understand that it is not proposed 
to fill the resulting vacancy by the appointment of a British officer.” 

Mr. Wedgwood: Is he under a_ sentence of three months’ 
imprisonment? 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore: No, he is under preventive arrest. 


Sunday Trading Act 

\ir. W. F. Hicas (Con., Birmingham, W.) asked the Home Secretary 
how many local authorities had granted exemption up till 10 a.m. 
under the Shops (Sunday Trading Restrictions) Act, 1936; whether 
he was aware that there is considerable dissatisfaction in the more

Messrs. Whiteley together with all the parcels of silk at present held 
by Mr. Urbach in this country. 

Messrs. Whiteley have transferred the Exhibition from Mrs. Halper's 
house to their own premises. where 1 was to be formally opened 
yesterday, and will remain open to the public until further notice. 

Mrs. Sieff said that during the period of rapid development in Palestine 
the products of the industries, which were coming so rapidly into exist- 
ence in the country were largely absorbed itn Palestine. In Palestine itself, 
as well as elsewhere, it had been necessary to overcome the prejudice 
which attached to the conception of Palestine as a Holy Land, before 
Palestine products could be popularised. That prejudice had been 
overcome locally and if a normal course ot development had obtained, 
there would have been no urgent need to find other outlets for the 
products of the land. However. owing to the events to which the 
population were subjected, and the disastrous effects of the strikes 
and boycotts on the economic situation of the Yishuyv, it was now 
urgently necessary to establish economic relations between Palestine 
and other countries. There was a special bond between Palestine and 
England where in the City of London considerable interest in Palestine 
as a sound investment had already been shown. They could help to 
create a market for Palestine products by appealing to Jewish senti- 
ments, and they could do so by supplying from Palestine the right goods 
atthe nmght prices. That was the method adopted by the manufacturers 
of the silk they saw there. Palestine was an active, progressive country, 
and they should all support the new industries which were growing up 
there, and so create an increased demand for labour in Palestine, and 
ensure that the immigration into the land had a sound economic basis. 

Mr. Urbach, organiser of the Exhibition, thanked Mrs. Halper for 
holding the Exhibition, and Mrs. Sieff fer performing the opening 
ceremony.

FOSTERING HEBREW CULTURE 
Mr. Gruenbaum at Tarbuth Reception 


Dr. Celina Sokolow welcomed several members of the Zionist 
General Council at a reception held in their honour by the Tarbuth 
Association, at 40, Elgin Avenue, W., the home of Mrs. Benzion 
Halper, last week. 

Mr. Isaac Griinbaum, member of the Zionist Executive, reviewed 
the’ development of Hebrew work in the Diaspora. Post-War con- 
ditions in Central and Eastern Europe had favoured the establish- 
ment of modern Hebrew schools, he said, and the growth in the 
number of pupils attending Tarbuth institutions was striking in com- 


parison with the decline in the number of pupils at Yiddish school 
The rapid progress of the Jewish National Home had proved to be 
the greatest stimulus to the Hebrew movement. It was importan: 
that Jewish immigrants from Europe should come to Palestine with . 
knowledge of Hebrew, so that they might be speedily integrated 
into the life of the Yishuv.

Dr. Kleinbaum (Warsaw) paid tribute to the self-sacrifice of Jewish 
parents in Poland, who paid fees to send their children to Tarbuth 
Schools rather than take advantage of the free education provided 
in the Polish State schools. 

Mr. Indelman (Warsaw), the editor of Hatnr, said that there wer 
now 45,000 pupils in Tarbuth Schools in Poland as against 15,000 
in Yiddish schools under Bundist influence. ._The Tarbuth children 
had a Chalutzic outlook and recently Polish Tarbuth had opened ap 
agricultural training college.

Hidinz Opposition to Partition

To the Editor of Tur Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir —-Your editorial on the last meeting of the Actions Committee ratses 
several very important points which | hope will not be allowed to pass 
without arousing some public interest. For the procedure and decisions 
of the Zionist representative bodies are matters that should be carefully 
examined by the Jewish public and not allowed to degenerate into censored 
official communiqués. Wt is only in that way that intelligent interest in 
the movement can be maintained 

Che destiny of Palestine or, what is the same. the fate of the Jewish 
people must not be decided behind closed doors without even giving them 
a chance to know all material facts of the position. 

| have in mind, in writing this letter, a concrete instance, to which I icel 
it my duty as a member of the Actions Committee to draw attention. There 
is a paragraph in the Actions Committee’s rules of procedure which says 
that when its proceedings are not held in public the publishing of 
communiques concerning such meetings is the prerogative of the Actions 
Committee Praesidium and the Zionist Executive. This is a perfectly com- 
prehensible regulation with which I am in complete agreement, in so far 
as it aims at preserving the interests of the Zionist movement as a whole 
and prevents premature disclosure of negotiations or activities which would 
harm the movement as a whole. Clearly it was to this purpose that the 
regulation was adopted. But it surely cannot be permitted that such a 
regulation should be used arbitrarily for another altogether different pur- 
pose, ic, to prevent the Zionist world from learning that there is an 
opposition within the Actions Committee, or to make it appear that there 
is complete unanimity in the support of the official policy and the official 
leadership of the day. Such misuse of the regulation can only be inspired 
by the desire to censor and muzz'e every attempt to examine the actions 
of the existing leadership with independent judgment, and to make it appear, 
as in this case, to the Jewish and the outside world that there rs “* harmonious 
and unified co-operation” on the Partition issue, which ts contrary to the 
facts 

During the last meeting of the Actions Committee, I raised. on behalf of 
the Jewish State Party. the question of the documents recording Dr. Weiz- 
manns conversations with the Colonial Secretary, with reference to certain 
assurances 09 the subject of Partition. I was told that the documents 
being secret, the discussion with regard to them and the resolution which my 
party submitted could not be published, and there is accordingly no word of 
the whole matter in the official communiqué. This, though the resolution 
did not contain anything of the specific terms of the documents, for we 
had foreseen that in this event objection might be raised to its publication 
(notwithstanding the fact that the terms had already become widely 
known in connection with the Grossman case). 

Ihe refusal to publish anything which would have revealed that a resolu- 
tion had been introduced at the Actions Committee challenging Dr. 
Weizmann’s attitude and activities on the Partition issue appears even 
more arbitrary and dictatorial when it is found that the official communiqué 
itself gives Dr. Weizmann’s statement on the Partition negotiations, 
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mentioning the same secret documents to which our résolution referre’ 
It is impossible to understand why, if there is no secret about Dr. Weizman, . 
statement on the same question, and about his letter of July, 1937 (reveal), 
which has been made the crime for which Mr. Grossman is being punished) 
all allusion to it by the opposition must be. suppressed, unless it 
create the appearance that there is no opposition at all to the po;

" Morrison said that he went to Palestine at the urgent request of 


Dov Hos whom he regarded as a great statesman, a worker, and a 
highter with a very high standard of organising ability. Huts impressions 
Of Palestine had been most pleasant. He had grown up to regard 
yerusalem as an almost legendary name, and it was with something of 
a shock that he read that name displayed on a modern motor-bus. 
yudsequently he learnt that the motor-bus service to which this first 
introduction to Palestine had belonged was run by a co-operative 
Organisation under the control of the Trades Union Federation of 
Palestine. He knew of no other country in the world, declared Mr. 
Morrison, where buses were control!ed by busmen afd the service run 
in the public interest. The Jewish Trades Union was also running a 
bank in Palestine which was used by capitalists because it was the best 
bunk in the land 

the Jewish Labour Organisation acted as contractor to the Govern- 
ment, and in addition tt kept a strong hand on the agricultural 
co-operative settlements. These settlements, viewed from a moral, and 
not merely a material standpoint, “ nearly Knocked me over,” said Mr. 
Morrison,. He had seen there fine types of Jewish people, healthy, 
clear-eyed, independent and self-reliant men and women with none ot 
the minority complex that Jews so frequently displayed elsewhere. The 
older Jews, who had been pioneers before the War under conditions of 
great hardship, were also fine people of whom they could all be justly 
proud, and who had reclaimed the desert land through their moral 
enthusiasm. . There was very little careerism. The settlers led simple 
lives, ate simple food, and enjoyed simple amusements. Of all 
tne ellorts he had ever seen, he had never seen anything finer than 
the moral enthusiasm and. spiritual effort of these people. 
When he was in Palestine, continued Mr. Morrison, the questions of 
the development of the fishing industry and of the port of Tel-Aviv 
were under discussion, and they now had established a port at Tel- 
Aviv and the nucleus of a Jewish fishing industry. The movement 
deserved their support in every way.

THE ECONOMIC SITUATION 


General Mortgage Bank Report 
COMPANY DEVELOPMENT CONTINUES 


[From a Correspondent 


“The economic and financial situation gives rise to anxiety, aad 
unemployment has increased, particularly in Haifa and Tel-Aviv. 
This was the statement made recently on the situation in Palestine 
by Mr. Ormsby-Gore in the House of Commons, Unemploy ment 
has certainly increased, and anxiety has led to restraint in commercial 
activity; but the statement, on the whole, is far too general. ! 

In view of the great importance of the building industry in Palestine, 
the annual accounts and report of The General Mortgage Bank ol 
Palestine, Ltd.. of Tel-Aviv, the leading financial institution in this 
branch of industry, throw an interesting light on the securities market 
of Palestine and on the credit problems of building contractors as 
well as of house-owners. The conversion of short-term loans, the 
majority of which were granted during the boom period of 1932-1936, 
for two or three years, at high rates of interest, was the outstanding 
feature of the Bank's activities last year. The report discloses that 
the amount of overdue interest was only about £P4,000, or 0.175 per 
cent. of the outstanding loans, given as £P2,604,000 at the end of 
1937, against £P2,103,000 in 1936. The total amount of loans advanced 
during the past twelve months was £P633,000. 

The money for the loans was provided by the issue of. debentures 
bearing interest at S per cent.. and marketed at 97 early last year, 
but latterly rising to 99 1 &. The circulation of these debentures was 
increased last year by the issue of £P480,000 debentures, while about 
£P100.000 6 per cent. debentures were withdrawn, so that the circu- 
lation finally rose by about £P380,000 to £P2,230,000 in 1937, as com- 
pared with an increase of £P320,000 during 1936. 

The accounts of the Bank for the past year show a net profit of 
£P44.000, against £P41,000 in 1936. The Board of Directors have 
proposed a total dividend of 7.5 per cent. on the £P260,000 ordinary 
shares paid up, and a final dividend of 6.75 per cent. on the £P190,000 
preference shares fully paid up. Similar dividends were distributed 
in 1936. Ordinary shares of the Bank are quoted in Tel-Aviv at 115, 
and preterence shares at 111.5. 

The statement on the Bank's foreclosures last year shows that during 
1937 there were only three cases of foreclosure, in none of which 
the Bank suffered any losses. On the other hand, many mortgagees 
in financial difficulties preferred at the last minute to continue their 
payments of interest or instalments, as the execution would cost them 
about fifteen per cent. of the debt at the present rates. Many local 
bankers have spoken of the high morale existing among their custo- 
mers. kor example, the branch manager of a middle-class bank in 
Haifa was recently asked for assistance by the owner of a transport 
business, who had to pay a bill. He asked the banker to help him 
pay off his debts by bringing him orders from other banking clients, 
which the banker did. The new customers paid part of the money 
directly to the bank and its demands were thus met. 

The PALESTINE GAZETTE recently published a long list of new under- 
takings in Tel-Aviv, Haifa, and Jerusalem, and of capital increases 
of existing companies which were registered during last December. 
In that month, thirty-one new firms with an aggregate share capital 
of £P75,000 were registered in Palestine, while the capital of seven 
existing firms was increased from £P179,000 to £P340,000. In January 
alone, twenty-four new partnerships and many co-operative societies 
were gazetted—surely not a sign of standstill or of any weakness in the 
country’s economic life. 


ATTACK ON NEW JEWISH SETTLEMENT 
Pioneer Killed in Galilee 
S°TILERS CONTINUE WITH THEIR WORK 
[Frome our Correspondent—JeERUSALEM, March 23rd] 


If any further evidence were needed of the courage of the Jewish 
pioneers in Palestine, it is supplied by their defence against the most 
recent attack on a Jewish settlement, which occurred on Tuesday night 
and as a result of which one of the settlers, Yahuda Brenner, was 
killed and another, Jacob Berger, was wounded. The settlement. 
Hanuta, had only just been established: it is in the hilly district of 
Galilee near Ras-El-Nakura and is the first to be set up in the district. 
At the time of the attack it was completely isolated, there being no 
roads leading to it. 

The group which established the settlement had been drawn from all 
over Palestine: its members were anxious to share the privilege of 
setting up the first Jewish settlement in Upper Galilee. It is situated 
on Jewish National Fund land, extending for some 4,000 dunams 
nm a potentially fertile area of rich, black earth. The Keren Hayesod 
provided the funds for building.

previous tnanager, who left for Basle some months ago, the swastiko 
was never flown when German tourists arrived. 

When the intention of the hotel management to fly the Nazi flay 
was learned on Thursday last, representations were made by variow: 
bodies and individuals, and, on the arrival the next morning of |! 
tourists from the German s.s. “ Milwaukee,” no flag was hoisted. 

In the meantime, it appears, the German Consul-General intervene | 
and insisted that unless the swastika were displayed the tourists wou! 
be taken to another hotel. The prospect was apparently so unpalatab’

TRADE IN JANUARY 
Exports and Imports Decline 


[From our Correspondent JL RUSALEM] 


Imports into Palestine during January, first month of the “statistical” 
year, amounted to £P1.133.917, which was t£P308,229 or 21.4 per cent 
less than the corresponding period of 1937, and £P196,386 or 14.8 per 
cent. less than 1936. The decreases were mainly in food articles, 
especially those of Syrian origin, and in raw materials. Less grain 
and flour, chiefly. originating from Syria, were imported in January 
this year. 

Exports also showed a decline at £P677,321, comparing with 
{P1006 808 in January, 1937, and £P685,567 in 1936, or 32.7 per 
cent. and 1.2 per cent. less, respectively. This was chiefly due to the 
lalling off in exports of citrus fruits. 

Re-c\ ports of merchandise previously recorded as imported totalled 
{P67.051 in January, 1938, a decrease of £P44,713 under January las! 
sear. The adverse trade balance was thus £P389,345 during the first 
month of the vear. 

_ IU is interesting’ to observe that during 1937 there was an increase 
imports from and expotts to Great Britain. Imports at £P3,288,846 
into Palestine showed increases of £P 1,188,000 over 1936, and £P644,009 
Over 1935, while exports to the United Kingdom were £P1,900,174.

Clerical and Lay Leaders 


THIS week we print a further selection from the increasing number 
of messages which we continue to receive from leaders of the 
Jewish Community of America on the subject of the future of 
Palestine. We have already published a number of these 
communications in the two previous issues of THe Jewish 
CHRONICLE. 


The messages constitute the answer to a straw vote taken by the 
New York Bureau of THe Jewish CHRONICLE of ‘a cross section 
of American Jewry. 

As in the two previous issues, the vast preponderance of the messages 
received are opposed to the Partition of Palestine and in favour 
of the continuance of the Mandate. Every care has been taken 
to secure that the letters published fairly reflect the balance of 
opinion expressed in this correspondence. The actual proportion 
of those opposed to Partition is 85 per cent. of the messages 
received. 


The messages are printed in alphabetical order. 


Mr. ALFRED M. COHEN (President, B'nai Brith): 

| -believe Palestine should not be partitioned because: 

Conflict between Jews and Arabs would not be lessened by 
creation of rival States next door to each other. | 

A Jewish State would involve responsibilities which, especially under 
existing circumstances, Jews are not prepared to assume. If there ts 
to be a Jewish State, its birth must not be in travail and the otispring 
of hate and the shedding of human blood. Now, as always, the mission 
of israel is peace. 


Rabbi BERYL D. COHON (Temple Israel, Boston, Mass:): 

The proposed Partition of Palestine proposes, at best, the creation 
of a tiny State, hopelessly inadequate to absorb any appreciable number 
ol Jews driven by hate and fury from their ancestral homes. Partition 
would give us only a glorified ghetto. The solution must be sought 
elsewhere; it must be sought in a just, civilised relationship between 
Jews and Arabs on the one hand and in the integrity of the British 
word on the other. 


Rabbi MORRIS M. FEUERLICHT (Undianapolis Hebrew Cornerega- 


tion, Indianapolis, Ind.): 


No plan designed to divide Palestinian territory in ways conflicting 
with the latter's traditional position in both Jewish and world history 
is, | believe, likely to gain favour with the Jews of America. Add 
to this the very practical and desperate need of an un-partitioned 
Palestine as a refuge in the currently unhappy condition of the Jew 
elsewhere. If there is, therefore, possibility of any kind of workable 
Arab-Jewish agreement, the erstwhile Mandate of the British Govern- 
ment for an un-partitioned Palestine should by all means be continued 
and strengthened. 


Rabbi MOSES FISCHER (Congregation Bnai Moshe. Detroit.

Adult Education Movement 


Can Meet the Grave Danger of Jewish Ignorance 


AN URGENT REQUIREMENT FOR 
DEFENCE AND SU-V:VAL 


By MYER DOMNITZ 


Anglo-Jewry continues to bewail the drift from Judaism, but, 
harassed by a host of other problems, does precious little about it. In 
the course of building up a system of Jewish defence we have concen- 
trated, with very good reason, on reminding non-Jews of the manifold 
contributions of Jews and Judaism to civilisation. But it is surely a 
very short-sighted policy to disregard the vital task of making known 
to our own Jews this contribution of Judaism. Every Jew in this 
country could assist in Jewish defence through his non-Jewish contacts 
if he had the opportunity of becoming thoroughly acquainted with our 
great history and literature. 

But although I throw out the suggestion that every Jew should 
become an important link in our defence, | do not urge the provision 
of a popular system of adult and adolescent education primartiy tor 
the purpose of creating an army of defence campaigners. Rather am I 
concerned with the very preservation of Judaism itself in this country, 
and this will only be possible when we make sure that every Jew and 
Jewess really knows what Judaism stands for in all its implications. 
There are many feeble-hearted in our midst who have already thrown 
up the sponge. They put forward the defeatist argument that Judaism 
can only flourish in the Ghetto. They are convinced that only 
oppression can stimulate Judaism. 

Our immediate and solemn duty, as a Community, is to provide a 
raison détre for our youth. They grope about awaiting a new guide 
in the present most perplexing age. And the problems of our youth— 
in common with those of young people throughout the world—are 

intensified by the fatal contemporary worship of the machine, either 
industrial or military. 


JEWISH YOUTH’S DIFFICULTIES 


Let me attempt a description of some of Jewish youth's problems. 
There is first of all the very serious matter of earning a living. Many 
youngsters have already learned to their sorrow that being a Jew 
disqualsfies them from getting a job in the commercial and industrial 
world. There are some young people who regard it as a matter of 
conscience to keep the Seventh Day holy, but these are not helped by 
Jewish employers. The would-be Jewish student who wishes to enter 
the professions is being confronted at every turn by the dreaded word 
overcrowded.” 

Insecurity drives many of our young people into movements where 
their Judaism is easily swamped or—-what is more—where they are 
encouraged to believe that assimilation will be the complete cure for 
their Jewish problems. Because we have utterly failed to strengthen 
our youth in their Jewish convictions they find themselves stimulated 
by tendencies leading away from Judaism, tendencies which offer their 
lives a purpose! The doubtful alternative is simply to disregard the 
vexing world and take refuge in a round of social activities—with the 
sneaking excuse that they are organised under Jewish auspices or for 
a Jewish charity. 

How much longer can we neglect our youth? For the plain issue 
before the Community is to attempt what, apparenily, has been regarded 
as an impossible task—to present Judaism as the stirring and purposive 
lorce in the modern world it really can be. It is highly dangerous to 
leave this matter for academic discussion or to regard it as the special 
preserve of Jewish defence. For | am convinced that once a popular 
cultural movement opened the treasures of Judaism to our youth they 
would be strengthened and would bring new strength to every phase of 
Jewish life in the country. They will, of course. soon demand the 
sweeping away of the spiritual cobwebs that hamper many of our 
communal organisations! 

In discussions that I have had with a large number of thoughtful 
young Jews I find a strong conviction that Anglo-Jewry can no longer 
afford merely to pay lip-service to Judaism. These young people are 
demanding sincerity of purpose in Jewish activities and a lead towards 
onan g Fo full understanding of the many-sided wisdom of the Jewish 
way of life. 


PLEA FOR ADULT EDUCATION 


The time has now arrived to take the long-overdue step of organising 
a complete system of popular adult education. It is the only means of 
bringing about a revival of Judaism. In the first place, the few existing 
efforts to grapple with this vital problem must be strengthened and 
co-ordinated in a national scheme. We must avoid puerile rivalries and 
separatist tendencies—the sort of thing that always threatens any 
Jewish effort at co-ordination. 

The Council for Jewish Adult Education has played a very useful 
part in the organisation of lectures, Their activities, which have 
received little support in the past, would be helped considerably if a 
national scheme for adult education were set up. Ihe Tifereth 
Bachurim, during its short existence, has aroused a great deal of 
enthusiasm and should derive new strength to continue its praiseworthy 
efforts on traditional lines as the result of a great Campaign for a 
co-ordinated cultural movement, 


The crux of the whole problem is to go beyond anything tha: 
ever been attempted in this country. We must organise a schen« 
will appeal to the masses of Jews who to-day have little or no kr 
ledge of Judaism. We must impress on those who claim to be posses: 
of Jewish learning the need to translate their academic acquirenx 
into a clearly defined and compelling Judaism. 

For the successful organisation of this scheme. representa: 
committees will have to be set up in every district, and these commit). 
will establish centres at which all local cultural activities wil! 
organised and co-ordinated. The cultural needs of every type of Jew 
movement will be catered for, particularly those interested tn the we!: 
of adolescents. In many areas the Synagogue provides the oby) 
unit around which all adult education can be grouped. Some S 
gogues, it is true, have already a praiseworthy record tn adult educat) 
but owing to the lack of any strong driving central force, the 5, 
gogues, as a whole, have certainly not played their part as centres 
Jewish cultural activities. The controiling body for the whole m: 
ment would have to be a Central Council-—analogous to the Jew 
Memorial Council—on which every phase of adult education would 
represented. Great care would be taken to maintain very close con 
between London and the Provinces. For the Provinces have o!: 
initiated valuable movements that tend to be overlooked in London 

lt is hardly necessary to stress how very important it would be 
every existing Jewish movement to take an active part in this propo 
drive to bring a strong and stimulating programme of adult educat 
before their members. The Friendly Societies, already with a record . 
great service to general communal life, can be of tremendous valuc 
the fostering of zeal for cultural activities because of their exceile 
organisation, And I feel sure that their leaders will support this projec. 
because of their increasing interest in youth membership. 


YOUTH MOVEMENTS AND CO-ORDINATION 


But | am particularly looking forward towards the keen co-operatio 
of the youth organisations. It is highly significant that just at this tiny 
there has developed a spontaneous desire for co-ordination between 
the leading youth movements. Should this desire reach reality in th: 
proposed central youth bureau, one of its immediate and major tas} 
must be a determined effort to establish a strong cultural moveme: 
for the various constituent bodies. For the youth leaders must reals: 
their responsibilities to their members, who will have to bear the bru: 
of coming events and can only face the future confidently if their ta: 
in, and understanding of, Judaism—of the meaning of their Jewishi 

is strengthened. 

A number of youth societies are already greatly interested in th« 
suggestions and are looking forward to an organised cultural mo 
ment on a wide and popular basis. This movement must be organs: 
in a manner that will appeal to modern youth. It must attemp' 
capture some of that spirit and vigour which Habonim has shown 

[he organising of popular lectures on every phase of Jewish lite 
call for great care in choosing lecturers who have not only 
necessary intellectual equipment but—what ts equally importan! 
necessary interest and personality to appeal to youth. It ts 
sufficiently realised that the technique of successful adult and adolesc: 
education is a specialised one. One of the immediate tasks 0! 
central organisation will be the training of lecturers and—an even |! 
important element—o! leaders of discussion groups. 


IMPORTANCE OF DISCUSSION GROUPS 


1 lay particular stress on the development of discussion gr 
because they have been proved to be the most suceessful effort o! 
most vigorous and pioneer adult education organisation in this cou! 
~~the National Adult School Union. For several years, the educa! 
committee of this body have issued an excellent handbook in whi 
whole course is planned relating to vital problems ef the day to retig! 
Over a thousand discussion groups, all over the country, are ') 
enabled to tackle a number of fundamental issues with understand! 
They learn to think things out. I mention this organisation also beca 
they have a strong affinity to our proposed movement. They desire | 
make religion the dynamic force penetrating every phase of life. 

To enable organisations to arrange a complete course for their ow" 
study circles and to provide the material for discussion groups organise’ 
on individual lines all over the country, I have prepared a plan 0 
an annual handbook which will be designed to bring home the necd 
for a regeneration of Jewish life in this country.

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Jews Arrested, Robbed, Dismissed 
ORGANISED HOOLIGANISM 


Free Hand for the Jew-Baiters 
ARYANISATION AT TOP SPEED 


The ruthless persecution of Austrian Jews by the Nazi army of 
4 upation reached new heights last week with wholesale arrests and 
dismissals of Jews and the mass pillaging of Jewish shops by 
rrorist bands. It seems that the Nazis are determined to carry 
tin a few weeks what they did in Germany over a period of 


Cars. 


ihe arrests of Jews are referred to in detail below. The dismissals 
e been carried through without any of the legal trappings deemed 
necessary in 1933, Jewish teachers have been summarily excluded from 
chools. Officials have been instructed that they must produce docu- 
ents to prove the purity of their blood as evidence enabling them 
io take the oath to Hitler. Jews will be given no opportunity for taking 

oath, and will therefore be automatically excluded from holding 
office. 

No fewer than eight judges have been dismissed from the Central 
Court because of their Jewish descent. One of them is Dr. Arie. 
President of the Senate and one of Aus'ria’s most distinguished jurists. 
lewish lawyers have been barred from all criminal courts in Vienna. 
though they continue to practise in the civil courts. 

Elimination of a large section of Vienna's doctors is foreshadowed 
by an announcement that regulations concerning the medical profession 
will soon be issued by the Reichs Medical Leader. Jewish physicians 
have already been eliminated from all Government and semi-Govern- 
ment services. The Vienna University and the Academy of Sciences 
have also been “ purged.” 

lhere are now only “Aryan” theatres and music-halls in Vienna. 
lewish places of amusement, or establishments hitherto managed by 
lews, are now under Government commissioners. Jewish theatrical 
agencies have been closed down. 

lhe question as to what will happen to Jewish soldiers in the Austrian 
army has already been solved in at least one regiment—the 21st 
Infantry. When the regiment was called to take the oath of allegiance 
to Hitler, three Jewish soldiers refused. Thereupon all Jewish officers 
and soldiers were sent home. There ts every indication that this policy 
is being followed throughout all the Austrian regiments. 

Herr Hueber, Minister of Justice. has announced that racial legisla- 
tion will receive first consideration when his department sets to work 
on the wholesale legal alterations necessitated by the merging of Austria 
into the Reich. He declared that the tempo with regard to race laws 
would be “ speeded up.” ) 


Jewish Shops Seized and Pillaged 


in) the case of Jewish businesses, the procedure adopted in Germany 
has been reversed. The anti-Jewish onslaught is beginning with the 
economic attack, and not winding up with it. At one stroke, the Jews 
have lost their civil and economic positions. 
iy big businesses and stores have already passed into “Aryan — 
hands or are administered by the Nazis direct. Vienna's largest depart- 
ment store, A. Gerstroff, has been completely “Aryanised,” every Jewrsh 
employee having been discharged. This procedure has also been 
iollowed by the Ankerbbrotfabrik, Vienna's largest bakers, which 
employs more than 1,600 people. The departmental stores of Schifl- 
n Brothers have been confiscated by the Nazi authorities and ail 
Jewish employees summarily dismissed. The two brothers Schiffmann 
heen arrested. Bernhard Schoen, a hosiery company with many 
ches, has been taken over by the National Socialist Employees 
\ssociation. The Shoe and Leather Guild has expelled all its Jewish 
‘ers and ordered them to close their shops. 
Zi pickets were stationed in front of Jewish catés warning all 
“Aryans” not to enter them and compelling Jews to leave. The cates 
are therefore empty. In the Tabor Strasse, in Vienna's Jewish quarter, 
‘A. men seized an “Aryan” woman who was leaving a Jewish shop 
and made her parade with a sign reading: “Only Aryan swine buy 
Jews.” 

With the apparent aim of ensuring the closer regulation of the 
“Aryanisation ” of business enterprises, the Nazi Commissioner, Herr 
Buerckel, has announced that only officials authorised by him will be 
permitted to alter the status quo in the “ private economy” of the 
country. Herr Buerckel asserted that the numerous changes already 
lade will be reviewed preparatory to final decision. 

A \ll shops were last week labelled “Aryan,” “Jewish,” or “ Non- 
Aryan.” 

Quick to.take the hint, bands of looters immediately set to work, and, 
spite official calls for order—not too strongly enforced—had a free 
held for several days. THe Times speaks of” organised hooliganism. : 

n Vienna, on Thursday of last week, gangs of men appeared after 
Midnight at the homes of several Jews, forced them out into the street, 
and ordered them to open their shops. The gangs then helped them- 
‘elves to the stocks. In many cases, shops were rifled and all goods 
Placed on motor lorries and taken away. The windows were then 
smashed. The well-known departmental stores of Arnold Krupnik, in 
the Mariahilfe Strasse, were completely cleared out by Storm Troopers. 

err Krupnik himself was arrested. ~The Gerstl drapery stores and 
‘he Schein carpet stores suffered a similar fate. 
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NAZI AUSTRIA 


In spite of the orders against looting, the police took active sic 
against the Storm Troopers only in the Dormut Strasse, where t 
looters were dispersed at the poimt of revolvers. 

Fven the children were infected with the example. Groups of boys 
and girls, between the ages of seven and ten, wearing swastika armlets, 
entered Jewish sweet and toy shops, shouting: “ Heil Hitler!” and 
proceeded to help themselves to toys and sweets. The Jewish shop- 
Keepers looked helplessly on, afraid that if they interfered Storm 
Troopers would descend on them and clear their stock right out. 

Nazi painters’ squads were active, and huge swastikas and the word 
“Jude ~ were daubed on the windows of Jewish establishments. 

Ihree times within four days the activities of the “ unauthorised 
plunderers ~ were denounced, and a special flying squad of the police 
was said to have been organised to deal with such activities. Unfortun- 
ately for the Nazis, while the plundering was attributed in official 
statements to provocaieurs and elements unconnected with the National 
Socialist Party, another official order stated that all property or docu- 
ments “ requisitioned “ by party organisations were to be reported to 
the police. 

Attacks on Synagogues 


Especially shameful were attacks by Storm Troopers on Synagogues. 
In several of the small Synagogues, the Scrolis of the Law were burnt. 
A swastika was cut into the stone front of the Margareten Synagogue. 
A gang of Nazi youths of fifteen and sixteen, wearing swastika armlets, 
set_ on an Orthodox Rabbi in the streets and shaved off his beard, 
the Daity HERALD reports. 

All Jewish slaughterers were driven out of the. Vienna slaughter- 
yards, leaving Jews without any supply of Kasher meat. About eighty 
Jewish cultural, social, and religious institutions have closed down. 
[his week, Storm Troopers were still rounding up Jews and forcing 
them to scrub away Schuschnigg election slogans. 

[he picture would not be complete without mentioning. that the 
STUERMER is now on show in bright red cases at street corners for the 
enlightenment of the Viennese. 

Finally, as a last touch of Nazi cynicism, it must be recorded that

SLICIDE OR MURDER? 
Nazi Terror takes Its Toll 


Overwhelmed by the wave of terror, large numbers of Jews have 
sought escape by taking their own lives. In one week, no fewer than 
1.700 cases of suicide were reported. Actually, many cases of “suicide” 
ure executions by Nazis busily settling private old scores. 

Among those who have thus fallen victim to despair or to Nazi 
vengeance are Dr. Gottfried Kunwald, legal adviser to the Bank for 
International Settements at Basle and financial adviser to ex-Chancellor 
Dr. Seipel: Dr. Kurt Sonnenfeld, of the Niue Frere Presse; Dr. 
Wolfgang Denk, the internationally-kKnown Vienna surgeon; Dr, Jonas 
Borak. the X-ray specialist: Professor Gustav Bayer, of Innsbruck 
University, and his daughter’ Helga: Professor Nobel, a specialist, 
aged seventy-two, and his wife; Dr. Baumgartner; Dr. Herz; Herr 
Klausner, the proprietor of a number of shoe-stores; Herr Russo, 
Director of the Credit Bank: and Dr. Gruenwald, the well-known 
architect. 

After one Jewish lawyer shot himself in a flat a few days ago, reports 
Reuter, a Storm Trooper was heard to say: “ Pity they don’t all follow 
suit.

11 1927 and is Chaplain to the local Order Achei Ameth.

LIVERPOOL 
LOCAL JEWISH EDUCATION PROBLEMS 
Necessity for United Action 


[From our Correspondent] 


A number of important problems connected with Jewish educa- 
tianal activities in the Merseyside district were discussed on Sunday 
at a conterence, convened under the auspices of the Education Com- 
mittee of the Talmud Torah Schools. Representatives of all local 
Jewish educational institutions and religion classes were invited with 
the object of formulating plans for the fostering and further develop- 
ment of Jewish education in the city and surrounding districts. 

Mr. David Cantor, President of the Talmud Torah, opened the 
conference. He pointed out that there was no desire on the part 
of those who were responsible for calling the conference together 
lor any sort of amalgamation of the various institutions. Their sole 
object was to afford an opportunity for a free exchange of ideas on 
the various problems that confronted them. He invited Mr. Bertram 
B. Benas, Chairman of the Education Committee of the Talmud 
Torah, to preside over the conference. 

Mr. Benas stressed the necessity for a pooling of ideas with the 
object of developing existing facilities for Jewish education. and 
mentioned the possibility of the conference becoming an annual event. 
It might, therefore, elect some form of Standing Committee, thus 
strengthening the various spheres of Jewish education on Merseyside. 
_ Rabbi |. J. Unterman opened the discussion on an agenda which 
included problems of children who were receiving no Jewish educa- 
tion, the Jewish education of girls, examination and inspection work, 
the extending of facilities in those areas which were as yet unprovided, 
the institution of a panel of approved teachers, and the training of 
teachers. Rabbi Unterman said that the most serious problem to be 
faced was that of the children who received no Jewish education. 
He suggested that the conference should elect a Sub-Committee for 
the purpose of deciding upon practical measures, which should 
include the sending out of a questionnaire to all Jewish householders 
on Merseyside. He also suggested the idea of a Jewish Education 
Week, 

Among other suggestions made by delegates were the appoint- 
ment of a Jewish Education Officer, the organising of visits of 
Hebrew teachers to non-Jewish elementary schools for the purpose

\nother prominent Jew arrested is the world-renowned Jewish 
philologist and chief librarian of Vienna University, Professor Salomon 
Frankfurter. Professor Frankfurter, who is eighty-two years of age, 
was dragged from his bed by Nazi Storm Troopers in the middle of 
the night. The daughter of Herr Bruno Walter, the conductor of the 
Vienna State Orchestra, has been taken into “ protective custody.” (It 
was announced last week that Herr Walter had cancelled his State 
ra and Salzburg Festival contracts.) The famous cancer specialist, 
Professor Ferdinand Blumenthal, former director of the Cancer 
Research Institute in Berlin, was arrested on Tuesday.

JEWS FACED WITH STARVATION 
| Relief Funds Seized 


The suddenness of the Nazi swoop upon the Austrian Jews, the 
Wholesale looting and expropriation of Jewish businesses, and the 
wave of dismissals have rendered alarming the Community's material 
situation, Weakened by the process of gradual elimination from 
fconomic life to which it had been subjected for years, the Community 
has now been brought face to face with starvation. 

In Vienna, before the Nazi invasion, 30,000 Jews were dependent 
on Jewish public relief; to-day, that number has doubled. Endless 
queues line up outside Jewish institutions in order to obtain a few 
Shillings with which to buy bread for themselves and their families.

‘ts stated that if Jewish organisations abroad do not come to the 
assistance of Austrian Jews at once, the resources of the Vienna Jewish 
institutions will be completely exhausted in, at most, two weeks.

Jewish institutions.

AUSTRIA AND THE LEAGUE 
Mexico's Protest Against Nazi Invasion 
EXTENDING THE BOYCOTT 

Mexico has taken the lead in protesting to the League of Nations 
against Germany's seizure of Austria. A letter addressed to M. Avenol, 
Secretary-General, by Sehor Fabela, Mexican delegate, deplores the 
fact that the League Council has not been convoked under Article 10 
of the Covenant dealing with the independence and territorial integrity 
Ol member States, 

The World Jewish Congress has submitted a petition to the Council 
of the League asking it to intervene in Austria, under the emergency 
procedure, to protect the Jewish minority. The petition declares that 
the Austrian Jews are being deprived of their rights in violation of 
the Treaty of St. Germain and of ‘the League of Nations resolution 
of March 11, 1932. regarding the sanctity of treaties entered into by 
States members of the League. 

\ bill demanding the severance of diplomatic relations between the 
United States and Germany was introduced into the U.S. House of 
Representatives last week by Mr. O'Toole, of New York. The Bill, 
which was referred to the Foreign Affairs Committee, calls for the 
severance of relations until Germany “ relinquishes the coercive and 
lorced control of Austria and abates the persecution of minorities 
because: of their race or creed.” 

Prathe was halted in Broadway, New York, last Sunday by a demon- 
Stration of 3,000 anti-Fascists, who hoisted an effigy of Hitler to a 
lamp-post and paraded with banners denouncing the annexation of 
Austria. 

Leading merchants and: importers in the U.S.A. who previously 
boycotted German goods last week resolved to place no further orders 
lor Austrian goods. Instead, they will give their patronage to Czecho-. 
slovakian products. The articles mainly affected are knitted sportswear, 
children’s dresses, sweaters, handbags, linen, jewellery, and novelties. 

The Jewish Textile Association for the Boycott of German Goods 
and Services has circularised every Jewish dress shop and textile 
factory in Great Britain informing them that the ban on German 
textiles has now been extended to textiles from Austria. Mr. H. 
Bernstein, Chairman: of the Association, states that the ban affects 
Austrian dresses, blouses, trimmings, and materials, and is not directed

AUSTRIAN JEWRY’S ECONOMIC STRUCTURE 


The Nazi Death-Blow 
By Dr. S. LEVENBERG 


The economic position of the Jews in Austria was desperate enough 
even before the Hitler invasion. The silent boycott which had been 
in force since the beginning of the Dollfuss-Schuschnigg period had 
resulted in a percentage of Jewish unemployment of 12.3 of the 
active Jewish population, while the general unemployment figure was 
only 5.2 per cent. 

Nearly 5,000 Jews, or 7.6 per cent. of those gainfully occupied, were 
in the liberal professions, among them 1,681 doctors, 387 dentists, 
1,345 lawyers and notaries, and 246 journalists. Most of these are 
now deprived of their livelihood. It is also clear that the 1,750 Jewish 
students at the higher educational institutions will be compelled to 
abandon their studies: but even if they were allowed to qualify, there 
would be no chance for them to practise in their professions. There 
is also no future for Jewish artists on the stage, concert-halls, or 
cinemas 

There were 638 Jewish State officials and 155 municipal employees 
in Schuschnigg Austria. These were the first to be driven from their 
positions. 

The fate of the rest of the Jewish population ts not likely to be much 
better. It includes the 33,364 engaged in commerce, the 12,820 artisans 
and industrial workers, the 4,747 engaged in bank and insurance 
business, the 687 engaged in transport and catering, etc. They are 
now all subject to cruel and systematic persecution. 

The position of the Jewish youth ts particularly tragic. Eight 
hundred young people leave the secondary. educational institutions 
every year. What professions wil now be open to them? No less 
deplorable is the position of those involved tn mixed marriages and 
the so-;called half or quarter “Arvans.” No one knows the number 
of such tragedies. 

For some years the number of Jewish emigrants was relatively high, 
averaging 1,600 per annum, in spite of all difficulties and official 
barriers. Before the Nazi invasion, it was estimated that 45,000 
Austrian Jews were awaiting a chance of emigration: it is easy to 
conjecture how much higher that figure must be at this moment. 


DOORS BARRED TO REFUGEES 
United States Promises Aid 


In anticipation of increased numbers of refugees from Austria, the 
trench authorities are reported to have instructed frontier officials to 
exercise greater discretion in admitting Austrians into the country. 
All trains from Switzerland are being stopped for close passport control, 
says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

Several consulates im Austria have been helpful in granting visas 
whenever possible. Czechoslovakia, generous in the first few days of 
turmou, is now refusing further visas. Italy is giving transit visas only. 
Poland is closing its frontiers, although its consul has been helpful in 
giving identification badges to its citizens, both Jewish and non-Jewish. 
Yugoslavia and Hungary closed their frontiers almost immediately, and 
Rumania ts impossible to reach. 

The British Consulate in Vienna is being flooded with appeals by 
Jewish youths seeking visas for Australia. But these visas are only 
being granted to those trained in useful occupations and who can 
produce: £200 or £50 in cash and a guarantee from some Australian 
resident. In any case, even successful applicants must wait at least 
four months. On Tuesday, large detachments of Brownshirts stood 
on guard outside the British Consulate when large numbers of young 
Jews applied for Australian visas. As the Jews came out of the 
building, they were stopped and forced to do street-cleaning. “ There's 
lume enough to go to Australia,” the Jews were told. “ Meanwhile. 
come along and clean a few streets.” 

Mr. Cordell Hull, the U.S. Secretary of State, has written to 
Congressman Charles A. Buckley, of New York, informing him that 
the State Department is cutting red tape in order to help Jews to 
leave Austria. “The arrangements will permit the U.S. Consular 
officers in Vienna to extend every possible assistance to applicants 
for visas.” President Roosevelt is known personally to have discussed 
the problem with the State Department. It is thought that the unused 
German quota of 26,000 immigrants may be used to facilitate the 
entry of the Austrian victims of the Nazis. 

The question of the entry of Austrian refugees into England is dealt 
with under “ Parliament” in this issue.

ANTI-JEWISH INCITEMENT IN FRANCE 


Attacks on M. Blum 
LYING “QUOTATION” FROM THE “JEWISH WORLD” 


[From our Correspondent—Paris] 


The French emulators of Hitler in France are seizing every oppor- 
tunity to fish in troubled waters, for they feel that the occasion jx 
favourable. M. Blum’s appeal to the parties of the opposition has 
evoked intimations in various quarters of the Right that a Nationa! 
Front cannot be led by a Jewish Prime Minister. Even apart from the 
professed anti-Semites, the Right is almost solidly against M. Blum. 
and among the Radical Socialists, too, there are a number of partisans 
of a change in the leadership of the country. In last Sunday's issuc 
of La Repustique, M. Marcel Déat, the General Secretary of the Union 
Socialiste et Républicaine, the Party of M. Paul Boncour, claimed tha: 
the realisation of a National Union was handicapped by two factors 
the question of the participation of the Communists and the personality 
of the Socialist leader. 

Both the “ Rassemblement Antijuif de France.” led by the notoriou 
Jew-baiter Darquier de Pellepoix, and the “Front de la Jeunesse, 
headed by Jean-Charles Legrand, a former barrister, are conducting « 
violent anti-Jewish campaign. A meeting convened by Legrand for las: 
Friday evening, at which he intended to demand suspension of Parlia 
ment, the appointment of an extra-Parliamentary Committee for Publi 
Safety, and a series of anti-lewish measures, was forbidden by the 
authorities. In his paper, Le Deri, Legrand -writes:“ We are not 4 
ghetto. We speak French, not Yiddish. The soil of France is made to 
bear church steeples, not synagogues,” and so on. It ts intolerable. he 
says, that France should be represented by a Jew, and that all posi. 
of command should be occupied by Jews. However, Legrand | 
careful to procure for himself a certain cover of decency by maintaining 
that he does not want the Jew to be hunted or persecuted, but merely 
to be “ restricted" He ts gracious enough to admit exemptions (4 ta 
Hitler) for children of ex-Servicemen naturalised tn France. 

De Pellepoix’ paper, LA FRANCE ENCHAINEE, ts even more vile in 
tone. It demands that all Jews, half-Jews, and quarter-Jews, or person, 
married or related to Jews, aged between seventeen and sixty. shal!

and that no infirmity shall serve as an excuse for exemption. To crown 
everything, the anti-Semitic sheet repeats, among various fraudulen: 
statements intended to show that the Jews provoked the last War, an 
alleged quotation from the issue of the Jrewisn Wor.p, dated January 
16th, 1919, which is now being used by anti-Semites in several countries 
Apparently it has been sent out from a central source. It reads 
“ International Jewry has forced Europe to make this war, not only in 
order to amass large sums of money, but also to be able to begin a 
new Jewish world war with that money.” 

In actual fact, of course, no such statement was ever made by the 
JewisH Worcp. In the issue of January tSth, 1919, however. there 
were quoted two leaflets which were being distributed at the time by 
anti-Semites in Berlin. One of them declared: “ The international Jews 
impelled the nations into the Great War tm order that they themselves 
might make milliards of money on war supplies.” and continued im 
similar strain: To-day, this statement ts now being purveyed as tl « 
had been made by the Jewisu Worip. And so another anti-Jewish 
is nailed—but no doubt that will not prevent the Jew-baiters tron 
continuing to repeat it. 


HOOLIGANS RUN RIOT IN: WARSAW 
Daylight Attacks on Jews 


[From our Correspondent—Warsaw | 

Serious anti-Jewish riots occurred in Warsaw last Saturday and were 
repeated on Sunday. Over 100 Jews were beaten, and the windows o' 
large numbers of Jewish shops smashed. In some quarters, particular!) 
in the main streets, almost every Jewish shop was damaged, Rab! 
Senator Dr. Schorr was one of those assaulted by the hooligans. [ake 
for a Jew, Mr. William M. Blake, the American Consul General here 
was also assaulted, and windows of his flat smashed. 

The attacks started outside the Polish Post Office Savings Bank» 
Urged on by fear of a war between Poland and Lithuania, and o! 
possible consequences, crowds of Jews gathered outside the banks |v 
withdraw their deposits. Suddenly, large bands of the National Radic’ 
students appeared and began to attack the Jews with sticks and bar. 
Many persons were gravely wounded. The attackers spared neithe 
old people nor women, and Jews were beaten and kicked as they lay 0" 
the ground. 

From the banks, the riots spread to other parts of the city. [lv 
entire attack took place in broad daylight amid crowded streets. [hic 
impudence of the attackers was so great that the hooligan who assaulted 
Rabbi Schorr did not even try to escape, but stood laughing into ts 
Rabbi's injured face. No one sought to intervene, and there were 0° 
policemen visible. Ultimately, the police appeared and restored orde:. 
arresting a number of the rioters. But while the police were in one 
Street, the attackers reigned in another. 

On Sunday, larger police forces were mobilised, and repeates 
attempts at rioting were stopped, although a number of Jews we's 
beaten and one Jew named Oppenheim was gravely injured. a 

On the same day, a large body of anti-Semites boarded a train tor 
Otwock, a littke town near Warsaw, to organise a local pogrom 
Fortunately, the police were informed of their plans, and forced ther 
to desist.

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THE “PROTOCOLS” ARE NOT GENUINE 


Swiss Supreme Court's Finding 
“UNJUST AND UNUITERABLE LIBEL” 


The judgment given by the Berne Supreme Court in a case dealing 
with the “ Protocols of the Elders ef Zion tas been officially pub- 
lished in full and is of supreme interest in view of the continued attempts 
by anti-Semites to use the “ Protocols” forgery in their despicable 
campaigns. The case arose out of an action taken, in 1935, by the 
Swiss Jewish Community and the Berne Congregation against the Swiss 
National Socialist League. with a view to having the “ Protocols 
declared seditious literature. The Court decided in favour of the Jewish 
plaintiffs, and the defendants were fined for publishing and distributing 
literature “ liable to excite Naiccd against a section of the population 
and lead to agitation and violence.” 

An appeal was lodged against this decision and it is this final 
judgment which is now being published. 

The Supreme Court emphatically rejects the allegation that the 
“ Protocols ~ are genuine. “It is unquestionable.” it declares, “ that 
at least one-half of them has been plagiarised from a brochure by 
Maurice Joly called ‘Dialogues in Hell between Machiavelli and 
Montesquieu." There can be no two opinions as to the character 
of the “ Protocols.” the Court declares. “ They are offensive to public 
morals and trom the pomt of view of literary taste and-of aesthetics,” 
although, the Court declares, not “from a formally legal point of 
view,” so that to this extent the orevious verdict has to be modified. 

“Attacks such as those contained in the * Protocols’ are particularly 
pernicious, mt continues, “ because they are directed not so much 
against a Jew’s beliets, or the behaviour of certain individual Jews, but 
against the race as a whole. Whoever ts attacked because of his 
belief, because of his convictions, or his behaviour, can nearly always 
find arguments to ward off the assault: a Jew, however. has no defence, 
for he ts simply relegated to an inferior race. Even if individual Jews. 
or a group of Jews, wish to take action for libel, they cannot do so, 
because an individual Jew ts not recognised as directly concerned; the 
faw contains no provision at all for community libel. Thus there is, in 
practice, no efficient legal protection. It seems doubtful whether, in the 
long run, it would be advisable to leave one section of the Swiss people, 
in tts defence against such absolutely unjust and unutterable libel and 
defamation, with no other means but the Press and popular 
enlightenment.”

“DANIEL MENDOZA: BOXER” 


A Worthy Champion of the Ring 
JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY LECTURE 


At the fifth meeting of the session of the Jewish Historical Society, 
held last week in the Gustave Tuck Theatre, University ¢ yilege, Mr. 


lewis Edwards read a paper on “ Daniel Mendoza: Boxer. The 
Rev. Michael Adler, D.S.O., presided. 


in the course of his address Mr. Edwards quoted as follows from a recent 

historian of the prizve-ring

looker belreve that his heart 
Sitking into his boots.” 

Daniel Mendoza, “The Star of the East.” most famous of Jewish 
boxers, was born in Aldgate on July Sth, 1764 or 1765; he was probably 
educated at the Gates of Hope School of the Spanish and Portuguese 
( ongregation, and was Barmitzvah at the Bevis Marks Synagogue. Through- 
out bis life he was conscious of his membership of the Jewish race and 
quick to resent any insults levelled against it. He left school when he was 
thirteen and soon showed boxing ability. 

In the year 1783, Mendoza began his busy period in the ring. His 
greatest antagonist was Humphries, whom he met several times. Hrs last 
contest, fought at the age of fifty-five, was against Tom Owen, on Banstead 
Downs. This fight, with bare fists, lasted twelve rounds, and Mendoza 
received such severe punishment that he was compelled to give in. During 
his career he established a school of boxing at 4, Capel Court, behind 
the Royal Exchange, and subsequently gave boxing performances at Covent 
Garden Theatre. He also hired the Lyceum for a few weeks for an 
“Academy of Self-Defence.” In 1791, Mendoza began a long tour of 
the North of England, Scotland, and Ireland, giving exhibitions with the 
assistance of his brother 

Mr. Edwards told an anecdote of Mendoza, giving his protection to 
Chie! Rabbi Herschel against a threatening crowd, and being rewarded 
by having the ban removed against boxers being called to the Reading of 
the Law. Two literary productions were credited to Mendoza, “ The Art 
of Boxing” and “ Memoirs.” He died on September 3rd. 1836, and was 
buried in the New Cemetery of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, 
Mile End. ~ Bell's Life in London,” in its issue of September 4th, gave 
the following notice: 

“ Death of ‘Dan. Mendoza. We have this day to announce the death of 
poor old Dan. Mendoza, which took place yesterday, after a long and lingering 
illness, embittered by poverty and a succession of vicissitudes. His mental 
faculties were perfect to the last hour. He had reached his seventy-third year 
and has left a widow to deplore his loss. He breathed his last at his residence 
in Horseshoe Alley, Petticoat Lane. It has long been admitted that no pugilist 
that ever existed so completely elucidated or promulgated the principles of boxing 
as Mendoza. During his long and chequered life, he gave lessons to some of the 
most distinguished men in the Kingdom. He fought and was successful in 
upwards of thirty pitched battles.” 

Dame! Mendoza was married on May 22nd, 1787, to Esther, the daughter 
of another Daniel Mendoza, and it is probable that they were first cousins. 
They had a large family, and his widow died in 1855 at a great age. In 
conclusion, Mr. Edwards claimed “that one who in a profession and in 
circumstances where lapses from the straight path of virtue were common. 
did on the whole bear himself worthily and well, and who. above all. 
did show to a not too friendly world, not always prompt to believe it, that 
Judaism and courage go so often together, is worthy of the attention which 
has so kindly been given to him.” 

Other speakers included Messrs. Norman Laski and J. W. Goldman. the 
Rev. Arthur Barnett, and Dr. C. Duschinsky. Mr. Daniel Mendoza. Head- 
master of the Bayswater Jewish School, said that he went as a pupil to the 
Gates of Hope School and attended the Bevis Marks Synagogue. He 
remembered his grandfather, Abraham Mendoza, telling him that he was 
a son of Daniel Mendoza, the boxer.

NORTH LONDON JEWISH CLUB 
Twenty-fifth Anniversary Display 


An account of the achievements of the North London Jewish Club 
during a quarter of a century was given by Miss ‘Isabel Aarons, Chairman 
of the Girls’ Section, at the twenty-fifth anniversary display on Sunday 
at 240a. Amhurst Road. 

the Club was established in December, 1912. one of its principal objects 
being to counteract the influence of local missionaries. In the early days. 
boys and girls attended on alternate evenings. Later, mixed concerts and 
dances were introduced—to the great horror, at first, of communal leaders. 
clergy. and others. But; undeterred, the Club proceeded to become the 
first mixed club of its kind, and proved successful. Fine service was ren 
dered by the Club during the War. Refugees from Belgian universities 
were housed and fed; there was a Red Cross Section, and clothes were 
made tor soldiers. The Jewish spirit of the Club has always been kept 
lo the fore. Classes in Jewish history were started in the home of the 
late Rabbi Schonfeld. Through lack of financial support, the building 
closed for a short time in 1928. It was reopened under the auspices 
of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade (as the headquarters of the 2nd Battalion, 
London Regiment). through whose courtesy the present Girls Club was, 
under the Presidency of the Hon. Mrs. lonides, re-established. 

Ihe development of the Club’s work, comments Miss Aarons’ report. is 
Prevenicc by the cramped conditions at Ambhurst Road. The growing 
Population of the district makes the need of additional premises an urgent 
one. But, in spite of the conditions, much excellent work is being done, 
as has been testified by the progress made in physical culture, singing, 
needlework, and dramatics.

A NATIONAL DANCE DRESS

basic elements of a truly picturesque national dance costume. Ihe new 
costume will be worn at the Albert Hall on Wednesday, when the English 
Folk Dance Society will combine with the Women’s League of Health and 
Beauty and the Margaret Morris Movement to give a display of “ Rhythm 
in Dance and Exercise ” in support of the Government's keep-fit campaign. 
It consists of a gored skirt of’ fine face-cloth which fits over the hips and 
spreads very wide. With it goes a bodice of white satin with inset short 
puffed sleeves, and a square neck. Two rows of contrasting bands of satin 
trim the neck and the sleeves, and two wider bands encircle the hem of 
the skirt. The colour combinations include very many lovely shades, 
and the front of the bodice is laced up with a ribbon in one of the shades 
worn, Lhe materials used by Messrs. Reville for the frocks to be worn at 
the Albert Hall are all British, and the patterns can be obtained from the 
Society at Cecii Sharp House, Regent’s Park Road, N.W.1.

Dramatic Analysis of Nazism’s Opportunity

Mr. Stephen’ Spender is to be warmly congratulated on his very 

clever dramatic analysis of the weakness of civilisation in the face 

of the new barbarism. 

His play, which is being given at the Unity Theatre. Goldington Street. 
» partly in verse, and this helps him to heighten the dramatic tone 

places where he wishes to create a comprehensive emotional quality. 


His verse, though sometimes a trifle obscure for speaking. moves easily 

and never invades the spirit of realism which even an impressionistic play, 

dealing as does this with the ghastly threat to civilisation’ of Nazism. must 
W 


ith great success, he manages to focus within his story——which con- 
cerns a well-meaning liberal-minded judge who opens the door to a Nazi 
revolution .a shrewd critique of the vulnerability of liberal civilisation 
to the Navi technique. The weakness of the play, or rather of its argument. 
which up to the last scene proceeds with admirable clarity, comes when 
the judge. thrown into prison and condemned to death by the Nazis. 
cvamines those actions and Weaknesses of his and of liberalism which let the 
Nazis into power. He is in the company of some Communist victims, and 
together they give their opinions of how the plague of barbarism came 
fo thrive and what the future will produce. The Communists naturally 
blame what they term the rottenness of the old order.. The liberal judge 
finds solace in his faith in the power of ideals. But the author does not 
face the problem squarely and hints at a logical system of protection for 
civilisation and liberty designed in the light of experience. Here, one 
feels, is a grand opportunity missed. 

[his ts not an easy play to act or speak. Godfrey Kenton does 
extremely well as the judge; I have never seen Emma Trechman act so 
well as she does here; Evan John gives a biting irony and poignancy to 
an example of tottering sycophancy; and Kathleen Boutall depicts, with 
ghastly accuracy, the sort of soured creature who welcomes Nazism because 
it is an outlet for her perverted hate. 


** Believe it or Not” 
Mr. Marten Cumber'and’s Bright Idea

“Toss of a Coin” 
Maron Lorne at the Vaudeville 


: The genius of Marion Lorne is such that she can go through the 
“me situations, or closely similar ones, time and again and always 
'reshly, irresistibly comic. 


The latest opportunity for her to prove this is provided by Mr. Walter 


Hackett’s new play at the Vaudeville. Asa play, it is a somewhat jumbled 
affair, but we have Miss Lorne, as a very innocent spinister, getting herself 
entangled with villainous spies and daring secret service agents in the 
suitable setting of a Continental casino. Once, when she has discovered 
a revolver left by a desperado beneath a cushion, she is mistaken for 
a ruined gambler about to put an end to her own life. The casino authorities 
are willing to put her in funds rather than have her “die on them™ as 
cockney phrase would express it. But she tries the trick again with different 
results. 

\n interesting feature of the play is a switch back to the year 1904. 
in which Edwin Styles gives a marvellous burlesque of a concert party 
leader, and Christine Barry looks particularly charming in period dress. 
[hese points seem the principal justification for this break in sequence 
which otherwise merely informs us of a fact scarcely worthy of such 
claborate narration, 

\s a suave villain, Morris Andrews gives an effective performance; and 
Leonard Upton makes a pleasant hero. But the attraction of the show 
is rightly Marion Lorne, whose comedy blossoms ever fresh.

THE MASTER OF VIOLIN TECHNIQUE 


Menuhin’s Ease of Playing 


The unfortunate contretemps which led to some change in Yehudi 
Menuhin’s programme at the Albert Hall on Sunday resulted in an 
almost complete reconstruction of the last part of the concert, so 
that certain works which would have shown Menuhin’'s superb tech- 
nique at its best could not be played. Instead—to begin with the 
end—we had a group mainly Spanish in sentiment and character, 
such as Sarasute’s “ Zapateado,” which the artist tossed off with almost 
contemptuous ease. It was amusing to hear works which some artists 
make to sound so difficult made to appear childishly simple. The Lalo 
Concerto ts the kind of thing that Menuhin delights in performing. 
not because it is Of any great interest musically, but because it presents 
certain technical difficulties which absorb him as might a problem of 


chess. So we listened to the Lalo with his ears, so far as we were able. 


and had to admit that he made of it much more than we could have 
believed possible. 

The Bach “ Chaconne" is another work which Menuhin makes to 
sound as easy as others make it sound difficult, but it lost some of 
its lusciousness in the rarefied air of the Albert Hall. Even so. it was 
demonstrated to be the masterpiece of violin works by the master of 
violin technique. Tartini’s “ Devil's Trill” Sonata opened the pro- 
gramme, and I have to confess that | am always glad to hear it. 
not merely for its technical interest, but for its opening sentiment. 
In Menuhin’s hands, it was given ample measure of technical 
dexterity, and some measure of sentiment, so that again I was satisfied. 
I shall be particularly interested to hear him at the Queen's Hall next 
Thursday, for I cannot regard the Albert Hall as a satisfactory place in 
which to hear a violinist of Menuhin’s subtle fineness.

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THE MOTOR ENGINE 
BY AUNTIE 


4E other day I was saying that I preferred 
| to write about Jewish rather than general 
subjects. You might think from the title 
of this Chat that 1 am departing from this 
principle of mine. But wait and hear. The 
other day I received a visit from a friend of 
mine, who is very much interested in motors. 
He is a cheery soul, very fond of chafling 
me about my serious pursuits. When he came 
1 had a Jewish history book in my hand and 
he began to poke fun at me in his usual way.

“ Have you ever thought,” he said as he lit 
a cigarette, “what a close affinity there is 
between the action of a motor engine and 
Jewish history?”
